AMENDMENT TO THE COCHIN PORT

1. I. These Regulations may be called “The 
Cochin Port Employees (General Provident Fund) 
Amendment Regulations, 1996. 

2. They shall come into effect from the date on 
which Central Government’s approval thereto is 
published in the Official Gazette. 

II. In Cochin Port Employees (General Provi¬ 
dent Fund) Regulations, 1964, hereinafter called 
the aid Regulations, in Regulation 2. 

1. For sub-regulation (5), the following sub- 
regulation shall be substituted, namely : 

(5) ‘Family’ means— 

(i) In the case of male subscriber* the bro¬ 
thers or wives, parents, children, minor 
brothers, unmarried sister, deceased 
son’s widow and children and where no 
parents of the subscriber is alive, a pater¬ 
nal grand parent; 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his 
wife has been judicially separated from 
him or has ceased under the customary

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shall henceforth be deemed to be no 
longer a member of the subscriber’s 
family in matters to which these regula¬ 
tions i elate unless the subscriber subse¬ 
quently intimates in writing to the Ac¬ 
counts Officer that she shall continue 
to be so regarded.

(ii) In the case of a female subscriber, the 
husband, parents, children, minor bro¬ 
thers, unmarried sisters, deceased son’s 
widow and children and where no par¬ 
ents of the subscriber is alive, a paternal 
grand parent;

given the same status as that of a natural born 
child; shall be added. 

III. In the said Regulations, in Regulation 6, 

1. For sub-regulation (3), the following sub¬ 
regulation shall be substituted namely :— 

“(3) Every nomination shall be made in the 
form act forth in first schedule”. 

2. In sub-regulation (5), 

(i) The first proviso shall be omitted. 

(ii) The word “further” after the word “pro¬ 
vided” in the second proviso shall be 
omitted. 

IV. In the said Regulations, in Regulation 8, 
below clause (a) of sub-regulation (I), the follow¬ 
ing note shall be inserted, namely ; 

“Note : A subscriber need not subscribe during 
a period treated as dies-non”, 

V. In the said Regulations, in Regulation 11, 
after sub-regulation (6), the following sub-regula¬ 
tion shall be inserted, namely : 

“(7) In case a subscriber is found to have 
drawn from the Fund an amount in 
excess of the amount standing to his 
credit on the date of drawal, the over- 
drawan amount irrespective of whether 


! overdrawal or the final payment 
m the Fund, shall be repaid by him 
;h interest thereon in one lumpsum, 
in deafault, be ordered to be re¬ 
vered to be recovered by deduction 
one lumpsum, from the emoluments 
the subscriber. If the total amount 
to be recovered is more than half of 
subscriber's emoluments, recoveries shall 
be made in monthly instalment of 
moieties of his emoluments till hie en¬ 
tire amount ogether with interest, in 
recovered. For this sub-regulation, the 
rate of interest to be charged on over¬ 
drawn amount would be 21% over 
and above the normal rate on Provi¬ 
dent Fund balance under Sub-regula¬ 
tion (I). The interest realised on the 
overdrawan amount shall be credited 
to the Cochin Port Fund Amount 
under a distinct sub-head “Interest on 
overdrawals from Provident Fund”. 

VI. In the said Regulations, in sub-regulation 
(1) of Regulation 13, Clause (f) shall be 
omitted. 

VVVI. In the said Regulations, in Regulation 

16. (1) in Clause (B), 

1. (i) For the words “after the completion of 

ten years of service (including broken 
periods of service, if any of a subscri¬ 
ber or within ten years before the date 
of his retirement on superannuation, 
whichever is earlier”, the following shall 
be substituted namely : 

“During the service of a subscriber”. 

(ii) “In sub-clause (a), after the words 
“site”, the following the words shall be 
inserted, namely : 

“Or any payment towards allotment of a 
plot or flat by the Greater Cochin 
Development Authority or a State 
Housing Board or a house Building 
Society”. 

2. For Clause D, the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely : 

“(D) within twelve months before the date 
of subscriber’s retirement on superan¬ 
nuation from the amuont standing to 
the credit in the Fund, without linking 
to any purpose”. 

VIII. In the said Regulations in Regulation 17, 

1. In Sub-regulation (I), after the words “cre¬ 
dit in the Fund”, the following words, letters, bra¬ 
ckets and figures shall be inserted, namely : 

'In case of withdrawal under clause (A) 
and upto 90% of balance at credit in 
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cases of withdrawals under Clause 
(B) of Regulation 16” 

2. The following proviso shall be inserted after 
the proviso, namely : 

“Provided further that the withdrawal ad¬ 
missible under Regulation 16 (D) shall 
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not exceed 90% of the amount stand¬ 
ing to the credit of the subscriber in 
the fund”. 

FOOT NOTE : The principal Regulations were

(8 of 1890) who lives with the employee and is 
treated as a member of the family and to whom 
the employee has, through a special will, given the 
same status as that of a natural bom child, 

(d) Col. 4. If only one person is nominated 
the words “in full” should be written 
against the nominee. If more than one 
person is nominated, the share payable 
to each nominee over the whole amount 
of the Provident Fund shall be specified. 

(e) Col. 5. Death of nominee (s) should not 
be mentioned as contigency in this 
column. 

(f) Col. 6. Do not mention your name. 

(g) Draw line across the blank space below 
last entry to prevent insertion of any 
name after you have signed.
